Gentlemen: 

At this very moment, there is much turmoil happening in the Miskitu territory of the Caribbean 
coast of Central America created and caused against our peoples by the government of Daniel Ortega's 
Sandinista government of Nicaragua. 

The Rev. Josephenie E. Robertson, M.T.T. filed a lawsuit against the Nicaraguan government 
complaining of torture, genocide, unlawful acquisitioning of natural resources, and failure of the 
government to affording traditional authorities to participate in business negotiations that affect our 
territory filed in United States District Court, the Northern District of California, U.S.A. 

As a direct result of this complaint, recently, one of our royal traditional authorities, who lives in the 
Miskitu territories, Jose Miguel Coleman Hendy was brutally assaulted for his involvement in appealing 
his concerns to the Native Rights Legal Defense team in Washington D.C., U.S.A. Unknown to him at this 
time, the indigenous native claims from the Miskitu territory in this office are controlled by Armstrong 
Wiggins, a Sandinista appointee. Our natural conclusion is that Mr. Wiggins ordered Mr. Hendy's silence 
through violent acts against his person. 

Now, our office has new reports that Hector Williams Padilla, another Sandinista member is 
threatening the people of Bluefields for acknowledging the Rev. Josephenie E. Robertson as the 
legitimate traditional and legal authority representing the Miskitu people. He is on a public campaign in 
the Miskitu territory calling the Miskitu people “traitors” and threatening them with a violent “payback”. 

In fear of retaliation, our Miskitu peoples from the village of Bluefields, in the Miskitu territories have 
forwarded their concerns to us for the purpose of forwarding their grievances directly to you. We are 
also providing our own letter regarding redress before the agencies of the United Nations for your 
consideration, review and possible remedies. We must act now, because the Nicaragua government 
states that our Miskity history is a sin to future generations requiring that it not be taught in our schools.

Dear Mr. Gianni Magazzeni: 


Please receive greetings from the community of Bluefields, Miskitu Nation and the 
surrounding areas. We are part of the Miskitu Nation in Central America bordering 
Nicaragua and from our representatives of the Miskitu Nation in exile. The Miskitu 
government in exile has been defending our rights, since the forced annexation in 1894 
by Nicaragua along with the treaties Nicaragua has refused to honor since 1957. After 
the civil war in Nicaragua was ended under U.N. Resolution 650, when our freedom 
fighters deposed of their arms in return for peace with guaranteed UN protection and 
peace keeping enforcement, none of the terms of that treaty were honored by any of the 
parties involved, except the combatants and commanders of our Miskitu Nation. 


We are letting it be known that we stand united and choose as our representatives, the 
Reverend Josephenie Estefanie Hebbert Hendy Clarence Twaska Robertson, who is 
the Matriarch of the Miskitu Nation and her Daughter P.W. Ercell Hendy Twaska 
Fleurima who are members of the Miskitu royal families and our traditional authorities. 


We are providing the U.N. with a notarized recognizing the Rev. Josephenie E. 
Robertson, M.T.T. and Ercell Fleurima as the recognized legal entity and 
traditional authorities of the Miskitu people and communities 


We are demanding to be heard and requesting that action be taken, to stop and end 
to the racism, genocide, and crimes against humanity perpetrated on our people (all 
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twelve tribes) by all the former and present governments of Nicaragua, which we were 
forcibly annexed to. 


From the horrific times of Zelaya to Somoza to the present day Daniel Ortega/Murillo 
regime that is even more oppressive, we seek relief from their tyranny! They are literally 
wiping us, the environment and ecology out! We have no rights! If we speak or protest 
someone dies, or is brutally beaten or murdered as an example to all of us! We are 
slaves to the Nicaraguan Government! This year marks a 30 year anniversary of never 
ending discrimination, genocide, racism, and crimes against humanity perpetrated by 
the Nicaraguan Government, their Colonos (colonists), the Sandinistas and their leader 
Daniel Ortega Regime after signing the peace accord with every good intention of 
honoring our part of Resolution 650. 


The Ortega Regime has taken our land and natural resources without our right of 
participation, and entertaining international business treaties where they are sharing, 
selling, and making concessions on our lands (lands that do not belong to him!) to 
anyone with money regardless of the international laws that protect our Indigenous and 
communal lands. 


Ortega appointees are corrupt puppet Miskitu leaders like, Mirna Cunnigham, 
Armstrong Wiggins, Carlos Aleman, who go all over the world claiming great acts for the 
Miskitu peoples while padding their personal bank accounts, but we the Miskitu people 
see nothing. Examples are Vice President Omar Halleslven who has taken much of the 
Miskitu communal land for his own personal interests. Then there is Lumberto Campbell 
who is pocketing money from deforestation and is also the brother of a Nicaraguan 
Police Chief. 


The UN has not been proactive to our rights under the ICCPR (International 
Covenant on Civil and Political Rights, which was ratified by the United States on June 
8" 1992 that establishes universal standards for the protection of basic civil and 
political liberties where Article 6 (1,3) specifically addresses issues of complaints of 
genocide. 
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Additional Protocol | ("AP 1") of 1977 to the Geneva Conventions of 1949, 
Articles 86(2) and 87, inclusively Additional Protocol | and the Statutes of the 
ICTY, the ICTR, and the ICC makes prevention or prosecution of crimes 
mandatory that also affords us this right. 


Under the Foreign Sovereign Immunities Act, since the Ortega regime has been and 
is continuing to commit genocide against our people and involved in an unlawful taking 
and expropriation of property without compensation his government is in violation of 
international law and 28 U.S.C. $ 1605(a)(3). lt is undisputed that genocide itself is a 
violation of international law. See, e.g., Tel-Oren v. Libyan Arab Republic, 726 F.2d 
774, 791 n.20 (D.C. Cir. 1984) (Edwards, J., concurring); accord, Abelesz v. OTP 
Bank, 692 F.3d 638 at 675-76 (7th Cir. 2012). The Restatement (Third) of the Foreign 
Relations Law of the United States $ 712(1) states that, as here, a country (state) ¡is 
responsible under international law for injury resulting from a taking by the state of the 
property of a national of another state that (a) is not for a public purpose, or (b) is 
discriminatory, or (c) is not accompanied by provision for just compensation. 


Congress has also authorized aliens to bring federal common law tort actions in 
federal courts for violations of the law of nations to avoid the diplomatic problems that 
may otherwise result from adjudication of these civil claims in state courts. See, e.g., 
Anne-Marie Burley [Slaughter], The Alien Tort Statute and the Judiciary Act of 1789: A 
Badge of Honor, 83 Am. J. Int'l L. 461, 481-82 (1989); William R. Casto, The Federal 
Courts' Protective Jurisdiction Over Torts Committed in Violation of the Law of 
Nations, 18 Conn. L. Rev. 467, 468-69 (1985-1986); and 2 Emmerich de Vattel, Law 
of Nations, ch. 6 883 71-72 (Joseph Chitty, trans. and ed., T. J. W. Johnson 8. Co. 
1867) (1758) (the law of nations provides a private remedy for foreigners injured by 
violations of international or domestic law and is an essential means of reducing friction 
between nations.). 


In addition, the takings of property alleged herein, has a sufficient connection to 
genocide such that they amount to takings “in violation of international law.” 28 U.S.C. 8 
1605(a)(3). Indeed, the alleged takings did more than effectuate genocide or serve as a 
means of carrying out genocide. See Abelesz, 692 F.3d at 675-76. Rather, the 
expropriations were themselves genocide. Since the wrongfully taking of Miskitu 
properties was inextricably linked to the mass killings and genocide of these peoples, 
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plaintiffs' property-based claims fall squarely within the FSIA's expropriation exception. 
See Phoenix Consulting Inc. v. Republic of Angola, 216 F.3d 36, 40 (D.C. Cir. 
2000). Such expropriations, therefore, constitute “tak[ings] in violation of international 


law.” 28 U.S.C. $ 1605(a)(3). 


The legal definition of genocide thus unquestionably encompasses the mass 
extermination and systematic expropriation of Miskitu lands, cattle and other property 
alleged in this case. The Convention on the Prevention of the Crime of Genocide 
(Genocide Convention), Art. 2, Dec. 9, 1948, 78 U.N.T.S. 277, adopted by the United 
Nations in the immediate aftermath of World War ll and ratified or acceded to by nearly 
150 nations (including the United States), defines genocide as follows: 


[Alny of the following acts committed with intent to destroy, in whole or in 
part, a national, ethnical, racial or religious group, as such: (a) Killing members of 
the group; (b) Causing serious bodily or mental harm to members of the group; 
[or] 

(c) Deliberately inflicting on the group conditions of life calculated to bring about 
its physical destruction in whole or in part... 


This definition of genocide is “generally accepted for purposes of customary 
[international] law.” Restatement (Third) of the Foreign Relations Law of the United 
States $ 702 cmt. d. lt appears not only in the Genocide Convention itself, but also in 
numerous other international treaties. See, e.g., Rome Statute of the International 
Criminal Court art. 6, July 17, 1998, 2187 U.N.T.S. 90; Statute of the International 
Tribunal for Rwanda art. 2 (1994); Statute of the International Criminal Tribunal for the 
Former Yugoslavia art. 4 (1993). The offense of genocide under U.S. domestic law 
uses the same definition. See 18 U.S.C. $ 1091(a). 


Such a burden of “complicity” where rules require those in authority to act on 
behalf of a party where claims of genocide and torture are against one of the parties 
would compromise the court's neutrality under Title 18 USC $ Code 4 where it ¡is 
common knowledge as well as publicly known, being aware that the defendants' 
conduct is both continuous and felonious (genocide and torture) and failing to act to 
protect the plaintiffs by being compelled into a conspiracy against the plaintiffs' rights 
under Title 18 8241 Conspiracy against rights for failing to do so. 
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The Miskitu government in exile is presently challenging the government of 
Nicaragua now led by Daniel Ortega and others under these very authorities in a United 
States District Court. 


As intelligent, civilized, "advanced" human beings, we should recognize that we -all 
of us -globally are inheritors of the earth and have inalienable rights to a good life. 
Whatever one's goals or ambitions they should never infringe, violate or harm their 
fellow human being on the earth. We in Bluefields and surrounding communities also 
feel that we have been marginalized, ignored, disrespected and treated as though we 
do not count or have a voice by your offices in the UN , other human rights, human aid 
organizations and politicians. 


We are not children, cattle, mentally deficient, poor (we are in slavery, oppression, 
genocide and our riches are being stolen from us at gun point), or lacking in any 
capacity as any other healthy human being on the planet! We reserve the right to elect 
our own representatives and not have one handpicked by the very illegal genocidal 
government of Daniel Ortega, Rosario Murillo and the Sandinista Party who send out 
Colonos from the Pacific, employing the same Motif of Operations of the 80 and 90's 
Killing, Rapping, Pillaging, Kidnapping destroying anything that lives as though they are 
mindless beasts plagued with rabies. There is a lot more that should be a requisite for 
being powerful (heads of state or leaders of people) of honor, valor, humanity, respect 
for all of life, lives and the accomplishment of riches and wealth not only for oneself but 
for all of humankind. Our mutual goals are to build wealth and make sure everybody 
wins-wins. 


lt is a much more worthy and honorable ambition and goal for a leader than to simply 
be rich, powerful and everyone else poor, uneducated, and living in misery if they are 
living at all and beneath him or her. That sort of leader has knowledge that through 
one's own brilliance and action one has propelled him-herself to a place of power over 
other human beings! Those are the qualities of a true leader of men and women, not 
just being rich and arrogant. Do you as a human being fit this leader's description?

ecology and environment that our ancestors and we their offspring cultivated with much 
respect to Nature/Earth and Humanity! 


The 
current situation of the world proves the opposite. The social unrest and the 
discrimination of the human race towards itself, shows little signs of intelligence and 
leadership!

We ste a part ol lhe 
táceguitia Nation in Extle from the former Mosquitia, who is lcoking for our rights under 
agreements establish oy annexzation end by the special laws that wos approved Tor the people of 
ths Caribbean Coast of Nicaragua sinos 1987 with tie autoncmy law. 


Our demand is towards the violation of the rights of indigenous and afrodescendants people from 
the State of Nicaragua who ever since the Mosautía was annexed to Nicaragua by military force in 
13854, we suffer oppression as no agreement have being comply by the State of Nicaragua to 
respect the rights of coast people even when peace was sign in 1985, when the freedom fighters 
depose their arms for this cause; however contrary to this we began to suffer a different form of 
abuse from the central government. 


This year we are celebrating thirty years of an autonomy process, however this celebration only 
signify mora discrimination and exploitation of our natural resources. The central government is 
sharing our land to landiords regardless of a law that protect the communal land. Also it is known 
that the former vice president of this country Omar Hallestleven has taken great amount of land on 
the communal land on the Caribbean Coast for his own, some others keep exploiting the forest 
and lumber such as Lumberto Campbell and also the brother of the Nicaraguan Police Chief is 
involve in lend grabbing. This behaviour of the central government cause a lot of invasion an the 
land and many people already died for the land. We suifar as the central government don't do 
anything to clarify the death of our miskitus brothers and sisters living in the North Autonamous 
Atlantic Region. 


Another problem is the abuse and exploitation of our forest, fishery and mineral. Every resource 
that is exploited on our land is not consulted with the people as how the 163 Convention of the 
ILO has teach us, some projects are creating environmental problem such as the African Palm and 


the Canal Project besides no funds is invested back sufficientiy into our autonomous region. The 
fand is over invaded for electoral interest and the government is not taking measurement to 
protect us. 


As you can verify, on our Autonomous Region both north and south, the unemployment rate is 
over 80%, this increase even more when the police take away the means of survival from our 
fishermen such as their hosts, thelr hunting and fishing gesrs. Another problem we are facing ls 
the high rate of migration of our people that affects the stability of our famílies and especially our 
youths that don't have any incentive to prepare themselves academically as many are led to ¡llega! 
activities, prostitution and insecurity where the same police is part of and have many 
afrodescendant people in jail for any reason, 


The indigenous ana afrodescendant peaple of the Caribbean Coast of Nicaragua, ever since the 
Mosquitia (Caribbean Coast] was annexed to Nicaragua by the Managua Treaty in 1860 and 
Harrison Altemirano Treaty in 1905 we live oppression. As Coast people we have a long history of 
exploltation and discrimination from the State of Nicaragua, causing us to defend our rights by all 
means in the past century even With the arms and sttempting for separation from the State of 
Nicaragua, the respond was the autonomy law as a mechanism to restitute our rights however it ls 
stili not solving our problem, 


in the late 80 of the past century the freedom fighters of the Caribhean Coast was disarma to bring 
peace for a people however We haven't had the opportunity to enjoy such peace as the 
Nicaraguan army keep growing and our people is sl being oppress, Our question is, how much 
more we must suffer as we wait for the government to honour the agreement that wes sign to 
bring peace to the Caribbean Const of Nicaragua, our generation need to fve in peace 23 many 
coast men disarin for peace,

PLAINTIFF'S NON-OPPOSITION TO DEFENDANT'S MOTION FOR CONTINUANCE 


The Defendant's lawyers have recently filed a batch of last minute motions seeking a 
continuance to a date later than October 12%, 2017 based upon the defendants seeking 
administrative relief of the Initial Case Management Conference until after the Defendant's 
pending Motion to Dismiss the Amended Complaint is decided. 

Although, these issues appear problematic to the Defendants, it would seem that if the 
court sustains the plaintiffs position there would not be any problem for the plaintiffs 
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2. Is Armstrong Wiggins of the Native Law Center under the appointment by Defendant 
Daniel Ortega prejudicially attempting to and/or directly or via third parties, interfering 
with this case and my right to properly proceed before this Court to discredit anything 
that | may have in defense of my contentions? 

SUPPORTIVE AFFIDAVIT 

Previously in my motion for sanctions, | memorialized that | was notified via electronic 
communications as well as an audio recording from Jose Miguel Coleman Hendy, a member of 
the Miskitu traditional! authority and of the Miskitu Royal family regarding communications that 
he was having with a Mr. Armstrong A. Wiggins, who is a Daniel Ortega appointee to the Indian 
Law Center in Washington D.C.; Between that time of my filing and the present day, | was agaín 
notified by Jose Miguel Coleman Hendy that he was physically assaulted in Miskitu territory by 
unknown Sandinista representatives, where with his information, it is my natural conclusion 
this assault on his person was to intimidate and threaten me for pursuing my lawsuit against 
Daniel Ortega and the other defendants. This brutal beating reinforces my contentions that to 
harm my person and right to be heard doesn't mean that the defendants have to travel to the 
United States in order to accomplish their intimidation but rather harm me via third party 
attacks. 

Daniel Ortega and the Sandinista Party by appointing their people to such international 
bodies at the Indian Law Center based in the United States, knowing full well that the legal 
community by using a “guiding hand” to suggest these entities will indeed protect indigenous 
rights and freedoms, is in reality to obstruct our rights to effective representation. The Indian 
Law Center had previously represented a local Miskitu group in the Inter-American Court for 
Human Rights and although they prevailed, the Nicaraguan government ignored the ruling and 
international tribunal. 

Itis also my natura! conclusion that 1 present here before this Court that by a preponderance 
of the evidence and the laws of statistical probability, in that Armstrong Wiggins of the Indian 
Law Center who is also a Daniel Ortega appointee, not only attempts to interfere in this case 
indirectly, but that someone in the Sandinista Party had to become aware of Mr. Jose Miguel 
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Coleman Hendy's contact with the Indian Law Center (Armstrong Wiggins) on my and our 
behalf to be selectively targeted for violence and intimidation in order to obstruct, deny and 
curtail our rights before this court. He nor any of the Defendants should be allowed to talk to 
our people involved in this case without us being there for or aware of the 
interrogations/interviews regarding this case. It is true, that both Daniel Ortega or Mr. 
Armstrong Wiggins may very well choose to deny they participated in the physical assault on 
Mr. Hendy, but as the evidence submitted with our motion for sanctions, they cannot deny 
talking to Mr. Hendy,* ? which clearly leads one to believe they participated or ordered the 
personal assault on his person to silence him or obstruct his participation by their qe party 


interference into this matter.

He was a member of the communal government, held the post: Alternate 
member of the - communal judge and her husband Tito Jose Gonzales Bendles killed seven balasos in his 
own home for the cause of the land conflict-communal property. So far no one is arrested and the 
relatives have no information on the investigation. 
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
